SAUL’S EARLY PREACHING 


LESSON TEXT: Acts 9:19b-30; 
26. 

GOLDEN TEXT: I am not ashamed of 
the gospel: for it is the power of God 
unto salvation to every one that bellev- 
eth,.—Romans 1:16, 


“A changed man'’—that oft-used 
expression assumes real meaning as 
it is applied to one who has experi- 
enced the redeeming grace of God 
in Christ. In a special way this was 
true of Paul, whose transformed life 
amazed those who knew him before 
he had met Christ on the Damascus 
road, 

In our lesson we find him in three 
different cities, serving his new- 
found Master and Lord. 

I. At Damascus—Confounding the 
Jews> (9:19-25), 

“Straightway."’ What a good word 
to apply to the servant of the Lord, 
Paul did not hesitate to declare his 
faith in Christ, to proclaim that the 
One who had redeemed him was 
able also to save others, 

It is the normal and proper ex- 
pression of Christian faith to give 
testimony to others. That should be 
true of every believer. With Paul 
there was the added element of his 
call to preach, for God had ordained 
that he should be His chosen vessel 
for that purpose (Acts 9:15). 

One is impressed by the prompt 
and unquestioning obedience of so 
many of Christ's followers of whom 
we read in the New Testament. No 
doubt that explains their power and 
wide usefulness, We could learn of 
them. 

Paul’s message was Christ. He 
proved to the Jews that Jesus was 
the Christ (v. 22), the One of whom 
their Old Testament Scriptures 
spake and for whom they professed 
to be looking. He declared Him to 
be the Son of God (v. 20). 

They were unwilling to accept the 
message, They were ‘tamazed” at 
Paul and “confounded” by the truth 
he proclaimed, but they rejected 
both it and him, and he had to es- 
cape for his life. But another city 
must hear his witness, so we find 
him— 

Il. At Jerusalem—Disputing With 
the Grecians (9:26-30). 

Knowing his violent persecution of 
the church, the disciples in Jerusa- 
lem were suspicious. Perhaps there 
was a measure of justification for 
such an attitude, but one is glad that 
there was present the generous, 
open-hearted Barnabas, ready to be- 
lieve in his new brother in Christ 
and to sponsor him in the church. 

A word of admonition to the 
church of our day is necessary, re- 
garding the making of a new con- 
vert or a stranger at home in the 
fellowship of the saints. There is 
no need of putting such a one quick- 
ly into office or a place of honor, 
but let him know that he is accept- 
ed and believed in, and thus give 
him an opportunity to grow. 

Paul remained in Jerusalem this 
time for two weeks (Gal. 1:18), go- 
ing in and out, that is, in friendly fel- 
lowship. That is just what the young 
Christian needs, and should seek. 

He also had something to make 
right, He had joined the Grecian 
Jews when they disputed with 
Stephen (6:9) and stoned him, Paul 
had agreed with and joined them on 
that occasion. Now by the miracle 
of regeneration he is a new creature 
and is on the exactly opposite side. 
Now he disputes with the Grecians, 
declaring that Jesus is the Christ. 
What a blessed change! 

They refused to tolerate that word, 
and prepared to kill him. But the 
servant of the Lord was kept by 
Him, and delivered through the good 
offices of Christian brethren. How 
often it is true that the minister 
must look to the brethren for that 
kindness which delivers him from 
distress and danger. 

Paul returned for a time to his 
home city of Tarsus, but when a 
need of his services arose he was 
called out, and we find him— 

Ill, At Antioch — Teaching the 
Christians (11:25, 26). 

Persecution spread the believers 
abroad (Acts 11:19), and like the 
scattered brands of a beaten fire 
they carried the flame of Christian- 
ity far and wide. Thus the gospel 
came to Antioch, the third greatest 
city in the world of that day. A re- 
vival broke out, and Barnabas was 
sent from Jerusalem to be of help. 

Good and spiritual man that he 
was (Acts 19:23, 24), Barnabas did 
nothing to hinder this work of God, 
but admonished the people to 
“cleave unto the Lord,” that is, to 
follow Him closely. Would that all 
spiritual advisers had such a spirit 
and such sound judgment. 

He was also wise in sensing his 
need of help. So he went after 
Paul, the very man to teach these 
young Christians, and to lead them 
out into a radiant and abundant 
life for the Lord. 

Here it was that the beautiful 
name of “Christian’’ was first ap- 
plied to believers. It is believed 
to have originally been a term of 
ridicule, but even then it was a testi- 
mony, for it declared that these be- 
lievers were devoted to Christ and 
concerned only with pleasing and 
serving Him.

To maintain the distribution busi-

Because many shoppers cashed in 
their red and blue food coupons for 
tokens at expiration dates, OPA took 
off all time limits on the stamps. 


While all frozen fruits and vege- 
tables were taken off rationing, beef 
flank meat, pork liver, lamb and 
mutton hearts, liver, sweetbreads 
and tongue, beef tongue, cooked and 
barbecued pork spareribs and pork 
tongue were cut 1 point. Shortening, 
salad and cooking oil were slashed 
1 point. Points on canned carrots 
and tomato juice also were reduced.

« Selective Service was scrapping its 


unit system of deferring agricultural 
workers, only giving consideration 
to a man’s regular employment on a 
farm and the problem of replacing 
him. 

Under the government's proposal, 
4-F's doing nonessential work would 
be enlisted as reserves and directed 
to essential occupations at regular 
civilian pay, or they would be en- 
rolled in labor battalions for em- 
ployment at army pay if they re- 
fused to accept the assignments. 

Of the nation’s 3,500,000 4-F's it was 
estimated that about 1,000,000 were 
engaged in non-essential work.

In the Southwest 
fm Pacific area, strong 
* U. S. naval forces 
again challenged the 
Japanese fleet to 
come out and’ fight 
by attacking the en- 
enmy’s sea base of Palau, 460 miles 
from the Philippines, but the -Nips 
once more withdrew. On New 
Guinea, New Britain and Bougain- 
ville, Allied ground forces continued 
to press the Japs, as U. S. airmen 
impeded reinforcement of their bat- 
tered troops by shooting up shipping 
and bases. 

Seeking to capitalize on their sur- 
prise of the Allies in India when 
they burst from the Burmese jun- 
gle from three points to converge 
on Imphal. the Japs maintained 
heavy pressure in the face of stiffen- 
ing British resistance. Beyond Im- 
phal lay the Bengal-Assam railroad, 
supplying Lieut. Gen: Joseph Stil- 
well’s U. S. and Chinese troops push- 
ing the Japs down the Mogaung val- 
ley in far northern Burma.

AGRICULTURE: 


Food Subsidies 


To peg consumer costs, War Food 
Administrator Marvin Jones ordered 
the $3,000,000,000 Commodity Credit 
corporation to use its powers and 
funds for subsidizing food prices. 

In addition, the CCC.was ordered 
to purchase, sell, store and trans- 
port food and farm products involved 
in the WFA’s price-support and lend- 
lease programs, 

Strongly bucked by the farm bloc 
in congressional debate but upheld 
by* administration forces, the food 
subsidy program will cost the CCC 
between $650,000,000 and $800,000,000, 
it was estimated. 


Farm Prices 

Increases in returns on meat anl- 
mals, feed grains, hay and oil bear- 
ing and fruit crops resulted in a one 
point advance in the general level 
of farm prices from mid-February 
to mid-March, the agriculture de- 
partment reported. 


Boosts in the above commodities 
more than offset declines in food 
grains, truck crops, and milk and 
egg prices, and brought the general 
income level to 196 of the 1909-'14 
plane. A rise of one point brought 
prices paid by farmers to 176 of 
the 1909-'14 standard. 


Prices received by farmers aver- 
aged 115 of parity, with only wheat, 
rye, flaxseed, cotton, hay, peanuts, 
cotton, lemon and oranges below the 
fair exchange value established by 
congress. 


EUROPE: 
In Balkans 


While their lines held in northern 
Russia, German troops fell back to 
the Carpathian mountains .in the 
south, where they were looked upon 
to make a stand with Hungarian 
and Rumanian forces recently in- 
corporated into the Nazi armies. 


As the Germans drew back in the 
east, Allied bombers headed over 
western Europe to drop their ex- 
plosives over the expected invasion 
routes and hammer at Nazi produc- 
tion centers. In Italy, both sides 
traded punches at Anzio below 
Rome, while action tapered at Cas- 
sino, where Germans clung to their 
defensive posts. 

In pushing the Germans back to 
the Carpathians, the Russians ad- 
vanced to within 30 miles from the 
old Czecho-Slovak border, while far- 
ther to the southeast, they crossed 
the -Prut river to lunge into Ru- 
mania. 


Occupation Plans 


From London last week came re- 
ports indicating Allied plans for 
postwar Europe shaped by the U. S., 
Russia and. Britain. 


With the reich’s collapse, the au- 
thoritative London Sunday Observer 
said plans called for British occupa- 
tion.of western and north central 
Germany, U. S. control of the south- 
ern and south-central parts, and 
Russia of the eastern section. Sym- 
bol of Germany, Berlin would be oc- 
cupied by all three powers. 

Before establishment of stable gov- 
ernment, the Big Three would also 
occupy Austria, and any movement 
for that country’s union with Ger- 
many would be discouraged, with 
closer economic ties with the Bal- 
kans suggested. 


Looking toward eastern Europe, 
information leaking from sources 
consulted on perfecting details of 
the Teheran agreements indicate 
Moscow will annex the Baltic states 
and.eastern Poland and Balkan ter- 
ritory considered traditionally Rus- 
sian, and exercise influence over 
Bulgaria, Rumania and Hungary.

With other midwestern senators, 
Gillette had queried the war depart- 
ment about the possibilities of fur- 
loughing the 34th division, which has 
been overseas for more than two 
years and is made up of men from 
Minnesota, South Dakota, North Da- 
kota, Nebraska and Iowa. 

While the war department admit- 
ted many empty cargo ships were 
returning to the U. S., it added that 
there was a problem of shore han- 
dling once the vessels reached here. 


New Construction 


Heralding an intensification of the 
war against the Japanese, the U. S. 
navy asked for 1% billion dollars for 
the construction of shore facilities, 
principally on the West coast. 
Plans call for the building of fleet 
and cargo piers, supply depots, avi- 
ation training bases, harbor im- 
provements and repair depots.

CIO Official Labor Paper Refuses Simpson 
Ads, But Publishes Those of Hill 


Walter Randolph “Working For Jim Simpson” 


A wide open split Betweent the ea group, which is backing Jim 
Simpson’s candidacy, and Lister Hill’s C.I.O, union labor supporters 
developed this week in Alabama's senatorial campaign 

C.I.0.’s official labor newspaper in Alabama, The News Digest. 
launched an all-out attack on Jim Simpson and refused to accept his 


campaign advertisements while 
the Alabama Press reported that 
Walter Randolph, president of the 
Alabama Farm Federation Bu- 
reau, was now working actively 
for Jim Simpson. 

Why CIO Leaders Fight Simpson 

Opposition of the C.I.O. union la- 
bor group to Jim Simpson's can- 
didacy is reported based on Simp- 
son's charge 
that C. I. O. 
union labor 
has been fav- 
ored at the ex- 
pense of Ala- 
bama farmers 
and Simpson's 
blast at John 
L. Lewis for 
calling strikes 
in wartime, 
Sim pso n’s 
stand in favor 
of Alabama's segregation laws is 
also said to have aroused the ire of 
C.LO. union officials, because so 
many C.I.O. and United Mine Work- 
er’s labor locals have mixed white 
and negro memberships and a num- 
ber of their local unions have negro 
officers. In a recent issue, the C.I.O. 
official newspaper accused Simpson 
of stirring up “the racial issue,” be- 
cause of Simpson's protests against 
bureaucratic meddling with race re- 
lations in the State. 

Walter Randolph Supports Simpson 

Walter Randolph and the farm 
group’s support of Simpson has 
gathered landslide proportions in 
the past few weeks, with leading 
farmers in every section champion- 
ing the Simpson crusade for “real 
farm parity.” According to the state 
press, Walter Randolph is person- 
ally supporting Simpson because he 
“knows the Lister Hill record is 
one of consistent opposition to the 
interests of farmers whenever they 
collide with those of organized la- 
bor, hence he could make no other 
choice.” 

Disregarding the big C.L.O. union 
labor vote in his home county, Jim 
Simpson in his campaign platform 
boldly declared that “I am unalter- 
ably opposed to further retreats be- 
fore the rule-or-ruin dictates of 
John L. Lewis, or any others who 
think as he does. As long as @4 
single American boy stands at the 
front in need of the weapons of 
war, I say there shall be no more 
strikes against the war effort.” 
Calls Farm Ceiling Prices “Unfair” 

In his speeches over the State, 
Jim Simpson continued to point out 
Federal bureauracy’s discrimination 
against Alabama farmers. Farm 
prices, he said, are being held under 
ceilings in many instances actually 
below production costs while C.LO. 
union labor wages have been al- 
lowed to soar sky-high. He pointed 
out that a negro girl can now make 
twice as much in a month in a 
Detroit plant as a bale of cotton 
brings, seed and all. 

C.1.0. Against Farm Parity 

Simpson said his platform pledge 
to fight for parity and full justice 


for the farmers “is exceedingly dis- 
tasteful to the CIO chieftains.” CIO 
bosses, he added, “have lobbied in- 
cessautly in Washington against vir- 
tually every measure proposed in 
behalf of agriculture, and Senator 
Hill's rubber stamp vote for CIO- 
sponsored legislation can usually be 
counted by these lobbyists far in 
advance of the roll call.” 
Hill First Voted for Subsidies 

“Not many months ago,” he as- 
serted, “the CIO lobby voted Sen- 
ator Hill for the bureaucratic sub- 
sidy bill that is so repugnant to 
our farmers. His colleague, Senator 
Bankhead, could not prevail upon 
him to side with the farmer and 
give him a square deal. But after 
this campaign started and I ex- 
posed Senator Hill’s subservience to 
the CIO lobby and his rank dis- 
crimination against Alabama farm- 
ers, the Senator about-faced and 
east a timid election-time vote 
against, subsidies.” 

CIO Political Slush Fund 

Simpson cited press dispatches 
telling how the CIO leadership 
raised a $750,000 “political action 
fund” for the purpose of electing 
a ClO-controlled Congress this year 
and again called on Senator Hili to 
“tell the people of Alabama how 
much of this slush money is being 
spent in Alabama in his behalf.” 

Voters Against Handpicking 

Taking note of Senator Bank- 
head’s statement for Senator Hill. 
Simpson said: “The attempt by one 
of our Senators to tell the voters 
whom they should select as our 
other Senator shows how frightened 
Senator Hill has become since he 
left the war to run itself and rushed 
home to stem the tide that is run- 
ning so swiftly against him in Ala- 
bama. 

“Alabama had a bitter experience 
with handpicking in 1936 when the 
voters were disfranchised and our 
delegates to the Democratic na- 
tional convention were picked at a 
political huddle in Montgomery. 
That handpicked delegation misrep- 
resented us at the Philadelphia con- 
vention at which the South’s two- 
thirds rule was snatched away from 
us. Now we are confronted with an 
effort to handpick a Junior United 
States Senator. Our United States 
Constitution provides that each state 
shall have two Senators, “to be 
elected by the voters thereof’, and 
it is clear and plain that Alabama 
voters are determined to exercise 
their constitutional rights. They 
need no political guardian to in- 
struct them how to vote. Senator 
Hill will have to stand or fall before 
them on the basis of his own rec- 
ord, which has been a record of 
subservience to expensive and 
wasteful federal bureaucracy in- 
stead of a record of alert repre- 
sentation of Alabama’s own best 
interests and traditions.”—Paid poli- 
tical advertising by Simpson Vol- 
unteer Committee.
